County seeks cooperation of 

local businesses, governments for 

count of homeless population 



Lake County is partnering widi 
housing and service providers to 
conduct a one-day count of the local 
homeless population. The "Point- 
In-Time Homeless Count" will take 
place Thursday, January 26. On that 
day, volunteers and homeless serv- 
ices providers will count as accu- 
rately as possible the number of 
homeless people living in Lake 
County. 

Information from this survey 
will be used to help the County 
compete for approximately $1 mil- 
lion in federal funds for homeless 
services in 2006, as well as provide 
insight into local homelesshess 
issues and additional --. 

services that may be needed.' 

"We will need cooperation from 
many libraries, Laundromats, 
police, local governments and 24- 
hour establishments, such as fast 
food restaurants, in order to locate 
the homeless living in Lake County, 
many of whom readily move from 
place-to-place," said County Board 
Chairman Suzi Schmidt. 

The Continuum of Care Advisory 
Planning Group has been working 
with the Lake County Coalition for 



the Homeless to improve count 
methods and results. 

"The more accurate the informa- 
tion from this count, the better we 
can understand and address home- 
less issues in our community," said 
Rob Anthony, Chair of the Lake 
County Continuum of Care. 

The County will administer the 
survey using a "point-in-time" 
method, which generates informa- 
tion during a specific period of time. 

"This count will provide a more 
accurate picture of homeless num- 
bers in our community and help us 
plan for better service delivery," said 
Joyce Molette, President of the Lake 
County Coalition for the Homeless. 

In addition to counting the 
number of homeless in shelters, out- 
reach workers and volunteers will hit 
the streets to search abandoned 
buildings, bridges and other places 
where the homeless are known to 
congregate. 

"We will distribute coffee, bag 
lunches, warm clothes and offer 
information about local programs to 
help homeless persons acquire 
housing," said Cathy Curran, 
Executive Director of PADS Crisis 



Services. 

PADS is a homeless service 
provider taking a lead role in this 
year's ppint-in-time count. The 
agency will be recruiting chronically 
homeless persons to participate in 
the County's first "Safe Haven" pro- 
gram that PADS plans to open next 
month. 

Safe Havens are designed to 
serve the very hard to reach, chroni- 
cally homeless population who suf- 
fer from severe mental illness and 
chronic substance abuse.' The target 
population is usually very distrustful 
of the social service system and 
either does not engage in services or 
are not eligible for programs and 
instead cycle through jails, emer- 
gency shelters, emergency rooms, 
and other public institutions in an 
expensive and inefficient manner 
without ever addressing their ill- 
nesses.

Acknowledging the turmoil of 
the past few years, Vista Health 
CEO Barbara Martin indicated the 
health care organization was mov-, 
' ing ahead with plans to focus on its 
two hospitals in Waukegan and, 
eventually, a third in Lindcnhurst. 

Pursuing that direction, Martin 
said Homewood-bascd Franciscan 
Sisters of Chicago has offered a let- 
ter of intent to purchase The 
Villages of Victory Lakes and the 
Victory Lakes Continuing Care 
facilities in Lindcnhurst. 
Franciscan Sisters, a not-for-profit 
organization, specializes in long- 
term care, operating senior living 
communities in Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Texas and Ohio. 

Ma'rtin explained that Vista will 
soon be joining Tennessee-based 
Community Health Systems (CHS). 
The sale is expected to close by the 
end of April. 

Both sales are subject to 
approval of the Illinois Health 
Facilities Planning Board, which 
oversees all hospital operations in 
the state. . 

CHS, a private, for-profit 
organization, which owns 71 hos- 
pitals nationwide, provides only 
acute care services. It will purchase 
all ofVista's facilities, including the 
Vista Surgery and Treatment facili- 
ty and Vista MRI. 

Victory Lakes is a long-term 
care, complex that includes inde- 
pendent living cottages and apart- 
ments, assisted living apartments 
and continuing care facilities. 

At a meeting of the 
Lindenhurst-Lake Villa Chamber of 
Commerce, Mary Riggs, vice presi- 
dent for Long Term Care for Victory 
Health Services said, "The resi- 
dents will stay and the employees 
will stay." 

Martin said the re-organization 
of the Vista holdings would allow 
for economies of scale" as the larg- 
er organizations' resources would 
become available. 

Other plans for Vista include 
the possibility of re-establishing St. 
Therese Hospital as a full-service 
acute care center. 

Following dissolution of the 
Vista partnership with Provena last 
summer, most of the acute care 
services were moved to Victory 
Memorial Hospital, with plans to 
close the St. Therese facility entire-

Illinois House Bills 616 and 1015 will make 
casting your ballot in the March primary easi- 
er than ever. The new rules will make it possi- 
ble for those who know in advance they will be 
traveling, hospitalized, or just plain busy on 
March 21, to exercise their right to vote. It is the 
first time Illinois voters will be able allowed to 
vote early without using an absentee ballot. 

Any person can vote beginning Monday, 
Feb. 27 at their designated township or munic- 
ipality without having to state a reason or sign 
a special application, although valid identifi- 
cation is required. Early voting ends Thursday, 
March 16. 

Under current legislation, the ballots can- 
not be tabulated until 7 p.m. after tire polls 
close and they must be processed at individual 
precinct locations, not at the county building. 
This introduces the possibility that election 
results could be delayed possibly, according to 
Lake County Clerk Willard Helander, "until 
close to midnight." However, no significant 
delays were reported during a test run of the 
new system during two special local elections 
last year. 

If, in the new spring session, the Illinois 
General Assembly adopts legislation allowing 




uses 



ballots to be counted at a central location, the 
anticipated delays can be avoided. 

In addition to a longer wait for final poll 
results, on what is already a long day for elec- 
tion judges and candidates alike, comes an 
estimated $740,000 bill. It covers the cost of 
providing individual municipalities with the 
resources necessary to provide this new serv- 
ice for 17 days. 

The county will be providing computer,' 
printer, and voter file access, training for town- 
ship employees on how use computer the 
database of voters and procedures for process- 
ing voters, on-call support from the clerks 
office and information technology staff, and 
experienced election judges to help existing 
staff. 

Helander hopes the extra cost will pay off 
in the form of better voter turnout by eliminat- 
ing commonly used excuses for not getting to 
the polls, 

"If we're spending the money, we want 
people to use it. If you have a problem with 
Election Day, you can solve it by voting early," 
she said.

Harrington, had argued that the company 
could not afford to operate both hospitals in 
Waukegan as well as open a third in the west. 

He favored consolidating the two 
Waukegan hospitals at Victory Memorial, 



and building a 120-bed full-service acute 
care hospital in Lindenhurst, adjacent to the 
existing outpatient surgery and treatment 
center. 

The first announcement of the hospi- 
tal plans targeted groundbreaking to 
begin in 2003, with the hospital opening 
in 2005. 

Those plan's were deferred by an investi- 
gation into. Vista by the FTC. With Vista 
cleared of anti-trust charges, plans were fur- 
ther delayed by the attempt to seek resolu- 
tion of the Waukegan hospital issues, and the 
transition in management. 

Martin said Vista planned to file a 
Certificate of Need with the Health Facilities 
Planning board later this year. 

Meanwhile, a feasibility study is under- 
way regarding medical offices to be built near 
the outpatient treatment center in 
Lindenhurst. Martin said she expected a 
decision by the end of the second quarter of 
this year.

To John Smith, the peril of plumbing coal from the Earth's bow- 
els is no dirty secret. His dad was among 1 19 miners killed in 
1951 when methane ignited and blew up the Orient No. 2 coal 
mine in southern Illinois' West Frankfort. During his own 22 
years in the mines, Smith once escaped with a broken leg when rock fell 
onto him, briefly pinning him nearly 600 feet below. 

Now a mine rescue worker and trainer with the state, Smith works to 
minimize the inherent risks of the job - risks made clear by the West 
Virginia explosion Jan. 2 that killed 12 miners there. Illinois, he said, 
does a good job protecting its miners. 

"I guess luck plays a lot into it, but major accidents are not that 
common," said Smith, supervisor of a Renton-based Department of 
Natural Resources mine-rescue station, among four the state runs. 
"Everyone gets bumps, bruises, cuts and scrapes. That just comes with 
the job." 

An Associated Press analysis showed that the 12 underground and 
10 surface coal mines the Department of Labor's Mine Safety and Health 
Administration listed as active in Illinois accounted for 226 injuries last 
year. Injuries ran the gamut, from a worker catching his hand in a chain 
to others tripping over a wooden pallet or being hit by chunks of falling 
rock, MSHA's records show. 

Workers at those sites together put in roughly 6.4 million hours on 
the job, producing more than 25 million tons of the black ore. 

To Smith, "when you compare man-hours worked and these kinds 
of {iccidents, the percentage isn't that bad." 

"Overall, we're making progress," said David Whitcomb, assistant 
manager for the MSHA's district office in Vincennes, Ind., which covers 
mine safety in Illinois. . .^. ' . 

Whitcomb, though, said there's room for Improvement, 
Federal inspectors last year cited 4,01 1 infractions, the majority of 
them not classified as serious, at Illinois mines. They proposed nearly 
$1.16 million in fines, about $482,000 of which have been paid, the 
MSHA's data shows. 

"Everyone gets violations," Smith said. "You could go out on the 
interstate and give out 100 speeding tickets in nothing fiat, but you don't 
close the highway. The same is true for mines." 

Regardless, state records prove that the work isn't nearly as deadly as 
it used to be. 

Gov. Rod Rlagojevich and others trumpet that Illinois had no mine . 
fatalities in 2004 and 2005, marking the first time since the state began 
keeping mine-safety records in 1082 that there have been no deaths two 
years running. 

From 1903 through 1930, Illinois mines killed 5,045 men, an average 
of 180 a year, according to records kept by the state Department or 
Natural Resources' Office of Mines and Minerals. The culprits generally 
were roof collapses and rock slides, explosions from such things as acci- 
dental ignitions of methane gas or coal dust and haulage-related acci- 
dents, the records show. 

Nationwide, the MSHA says coal mining disasters -each claiming at 
least five lives- numbered 305 through the 20th century's first quarter, 
then slid to 182 over the next half century. A record 20 of those disasters 
came in 1909, including a fire that killed 259 at a mine in Cherry in 
north*central Illinois. It is listed by me MSHA as the nation's diird-worst 
coal mine catastrophe.. 

An explosion at Illinois' Centralia No. 5 coal mine left 111 miners 
dead in 1947, just four years before the West Frankfort mine blew up, 
Illinois' last disaster came in 1962,'whcn 12 workers were killed at 
Herrin's Glue Glaze No. 2 mine. 

Gut in the past 30 years, the number of deadly "disasters" nation- 
wide as defined by the MSHA totals just 14. Some credit technological 
advances, including mines now equipped with electronic sensors to 
detect high methane levels - caged canaries once used to sniff out that 
danger - and better breathing apparatuses. Otiiers point to stricter gov- 
ernment regulation, notably a law requiring the federal government to 
inspect underground mines four times a year, surface ones twice a year. 
Gy state law, Illinois state inspectors must visit each mine at least 
once a month, though the state says it examines each three to 10 
times a month. Inspections include checks for hazards and proper 
ventilation, as well as ensuring roof and rib-control procedures 
are followed. 

Illinois is adding four more mining inspectors, bringing that 
full-time force to 12 as three new coal mines are gearing up to 
come on line this year in Illinois. 

Under a 1977 federal law, miners generally must undergo 40 
hours of training before starting below-ground mining, 24 hours 
for surface mines. In certain cases, the MSHA may allow some 
instruction after the new employee already is assigned work 
duties, but even then the worker must have at least eight hours of 
training on topics including hazard recognition. Required addi- 
tional training ranges from self-rescue to electrical hazards and 

first aid. 

"Our biggest issue the industry is faced with is the number of 
new miners entering the work force and making sure they're property 
trained and mentored," MSHA's Whitcomb said.

tough traffic laws. 

One woman said, "Police are sup- 
posed to serve and protect but in 
Waukegan they kill." Another gem 
was, "We are the majority whether 
you like it or not. And we're here to 
stay." 

Was the implication that the law 
should bow to die demographics of 
any given municipality? Thank good- 
ness Mayor Hyde had die grace and 
fortitude to fly in the face of political.

All problems don't 
call for new laws 

At my last visit to the Lakeland 
Newspapers office, I asked recep- 
tionist Karen Kuester if long-time 
publisher William Schroeder had 
retired.

Group, also a respected family-operated chain 
in northwest Illinois for many years. 

My best wishes to Bill on his deserved 
retirement. His son, Robert, continues with 
Lakeland as its General Manager, so the 
Schroeder name, symbolic of journalistic 
excellence, still remains in Lake County after 
oyer 100 years.' ] 

My thanks to Bill for calling me after my 
retirement from the legislature to share this 
column with readers. Although we differ 
politically, mainly on the national level, Bill 
and I share a long friendship and we agree 
strongly on many issues, such as openness of 
government, freedom and independence of 
the press, and ethics and public trust in gov- 
ernment. We shared misery, too, over the 
annual collapse of the Chicago Cubs. 

Bill was responsible for titling this column 
"Seeing It Through." When I started it, he 
asked me to think of a few titles and I came 
up with some, but he offered a combination 
of those, and we settled on the present title. I 
liked his choice. I'm sure that Bill chose the- 
title because he visioned that the column 
would add depth and analysis to issues of the 
day. After writing a weekly "From House to 
Home" column while I was in the legislature, 
Bill knew that all of the words would be my 
very own and I would "tell it like it is." To his 
credit, he never edited or limited the column. 

What Bill didn't know when he selected 
that title was that, in a way, "seeing it 
through" was sort of my political philosophy. 
By that?I mean that I believe that the most 
responsible way of handling most Important 
issues is by "seeing them through." 

Problems don't always need solutions by 
government, but they need discussion. If dis- 
cussions are timely, open, and thorough, mat- 
ters can often be solved by "working it out," or 
"seeing it through," rather than enacting new 
laws. 

I have often harped that "we pass too 
many laws." We turn confusion into chaos. It 
is all right to introduce bills to have a public 
fonim where a societal problem can be aired, 
but to suggest that all of our problems can be 
solved by changing the law is ludicrous. If we 
have discussions and practice mere patience, 
many problems disappear without legislative 
interference. 

Yes, voters often, probably too often, judge 
legislators by how many bills they pass. 1 have 
always believed that legislators should be more 
than "bill-factories. "Too often, laws designed 
to cure one problem can cause multiple, new - 
problems. That's counterproductive. 

Let me give you one timely example to 
show that laws don't always answer problems. 
We will all admit that with all of the corrup- 
tion investigations going on in Washington, 
Springfield, and Chicago, ethics in govern- 
ment is a major problem. Yet, just as night fol- 
lows day, there has been an annual rush in 
Congress and state legislatures to pass ethics 
laws "to cure the problem." The problems, 
after all of those laws, not only continue, they 
get worse. 

The results of all of the "ethics purism" 
has been anything but pure. What do we 
have? More scandals— more abuses of 
power— less public trust— and a breakdown 
of confidence in elected leaders. 

The Abramoff scandal, which may 
become the worst in political history, is testi- 
mony that ethics laws don't work. Those who 
• are paid to abuse the system, will find loop- 
holes that you can drive a Mack Truck 
through. 

If not one new law were passed, but every 
single member of Congress, arid every legisla- 
tor resolved that on every issue, transaction, 
or whatever transpired in their everyday 
actions, they would simply ask themselves, "is 
this right, or is this wrong?" we might expect 
better results and more ethics. Surely, our 
elected leaders know right from wrong and 
don't need a law to guide them'.

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There are two approaches to doing 
taxes. One is to wait until the last 
minute and rush through them, 
crossing your fingers that you don't 
owe the government an unexpectedly large 
chunk of money. Judging from the lines at post 
offices across the country at midnight on April 
15, there are many, many people who take this 
approach. 

Considering that a little advance 
planning can save you money and 
headaches, the second approach - being 
organized and taking control of your taxes - 
is a better way to go. 

"It's also important to know that 
when taxes go unpaid, the IRS can place a lien 
on your assets. Unpaid tax liens can remain on 
your credit report for up to 15 years, while paid 
tax liens can remain on your credit report for 
seven years from the date paid. Both have a 
negative impact on your credit score," said 
Maxine Sweet, vice president of public educa- 
tion for Experian, the national consumer cred- 
it reporting company. 

Having time to pull together the 
information you need, analyze it and calculate 
your taxes means you won't be frantically 
scrambling to find your W-2 form the day 
before taxes are due. Starting early also gives 
you time to double check your tax return for 
any mathematical errors, and to make sure 
you've claimed ail the deductions for which 
you qualify. 

Tax laws and people's tax situations 
. change from year to year, so you may be enti- 



tled to different deductions this year than last 
year. Major life changes often trigger a modifi- 
cation of deductions, or there may be deduc- 
tions that you have missed in past years. Here 
are a few examples of common, but often 
overlooked, deductions. Check with your 
financial advisor if you have questions, or you 
can get more information from the IRS Web 
site or helpline. 

• State and local sales tax- If you itemize your 
taxes, you may choose to deduct state and 
local sales taxes instead of state and local 
income taxes. While this deduction mainly 
benefits taxpayers with a state or local sales tax 
but no income tax, it may give a larger deduc- 
tion to any taxpayer who paid more in sales tax 
than income taxes.. 

• Charitable donations -You can deduct finan- 
cial contributions as well as "in kind" dona- 
tions of things like clothing and household 
items. 

• Education expenses -A variety of education- 
related costs may be deductible, including stu- 
dent loan interest and education costs 
incurred to maintain or improve job skills. 

• Disaster or theft - Unfortunately, lots of peo- 
ple may be using this deduction on their 2005 
taxes. If your home was damaged by floods, ice 
storms, earthquakes, other natural disasters or 
theft, you may be able to deduct what your 
insurance doesn't cover. 

• Job search expenses - If you were job hunting 
this year, you can deduct most expenses relat- 
ed to the search, including cost of resumes, 
phone expenses, postage, career counseling 
and travel to and from your interviews. 

• Medical expenses -The threshold for deduct- 
ing medical expenses is high, but if you've 
accrued a lot of medical bills you may qualify. 

• Tax preparation - You can claim the cost of 
tax preparation software or the cost of having 
a professional do your taxes. 

• Real estate - Your mortgage interest is 
deductible, and if you refinanced this year, you

may be eligible to deduct some of the costs 
associated with the loan. If you sold your main 
residence, you may be able to exclude up to 
$250,000 of gains ($500,000 for married tax- 
payers filing jointly) from your income tax 
return. 

These are just a few of the legal tax 
deductions; there may be others you can 
claim. "Be sure you- have proper documenta- 
tion to back up any deductions you claim," 



says Sweet. And remember, while it may 
seem like a windfall to get a large tax 
refund, your goal should really be to break 
even. If you're getting a refund, you've 
basically been loaning the government 
money - without interest, 

While you're focused on financial 
issues, take a few more minutes to check 
your credit report and make sure you're on 
track with your financial plans. Web sites like 
www.experian.com give you quick and easy 
access to your credit report and credit score. 
Make sure all the information on your credit 
report is accurate. If you notice anything ques- 
tionable, such as accounts you don't recognize, 
or payment disputes, resolve those issues by 
contacting your creditors and the credit 
reporting companies.

Expansion teams have had a tough go of it 
in basketball competition over the years. 
While the Miami Heat have enjoyed 
much success recently, they put up a 15- 
67 mark in 1988 while the Vancouver Grizzlies 
(since relocated to Memphis) were 14-68 in 
1996. More recently, the Charlotte Bobcats 
stumbled to an 18-64 record in .their inaugural 
season last year. 

To put it more bluntly, as Kermit D. Frog 
once said, "It's not easy being green." 
However, in Lake County, there's .one 
"Expansion Team" mat's breaking the mold. 
Not only have the Lakes Eagles boys basket- 
ball team put up seven wins, in eight tries, 
they've done it with nary a senior on the 
squad. 

"We've been learning how to close out 
games and play well as a team unit," Lakes 
coach Brian Phelan said. "It's coming togeth- 
er nicely. Ourgoal from the beginning of the 
season has been cutting' down the nets and 
we're working toward that." 

With a 9-11 record and a 4-4 mark in the 
NSC-Prairie at press time, the Eagles have 
begun to turn heads in the area. However, 
when their 2-10 start is taken into considera- 
tion, Lakes' current standing becomes that 
much more impressive. 

"Our first four games were tough... we 
knew that we were going to have to pull 
together to get things going," Phelan said.

However, trust has never been an issue 
for Lakes stars Sean Hertz and Chuck Kempf. 
Hertz, a 6-foot-2 guard has averaged about 20 



points per game while Kempf, a 6-foot-7 post 
player has logged 15 a game. The duo was the 
only players on the team with any real varsity 
experience and they've certainly made it 
count as one of the best one-two punches the 
area has to offer. 

Phelan's game plan has lent itself to two 
scorers like Hertz and Kempf. An admitted 
run-and-gun coach, Phelan likes to see the 
score soar inhis games. 

"I like to score points, I like coaching it, 
the players like playing it and the fans like 
watching it," Phelan said. "Like John Wooden 
said, scoring is the hardest thing to teach, so 
we made an effort to make our team into a 
good scoring unit." 

The Royal Rush, the Eagles' loyal mob of 
fans have had a lot to cheer about and it's 
apparently catching on as Rush member and 
Lakes cheerleader Mary Cash sold 200 "Royal 
Rush" t-shirts. 

However, running up the points for the 
fans hasn't been the Eagles' lone goal.

These invaders impact our lives here in. the Great Lakes by reducing 
native game fishing and commercial fisheries, infesting boats/fishing 
gear and industrial equipment, reducing water quality and increasing 
algal blooms, and causing outbreaks of botulism in fish and birds. 
Species on exhibit include Asian carp, round gobies, alewives, rusty 
crayfish, and much more! The public can play an important role in help- 
ing prevent the spread of invasive species; the exhibit offers tips on how 
people can help keep invasive species from further infiltrating our pre- 
cious Great Lakes.

gardening thrill growing year-round? Why not take some tips from 

NASCAR's "Mr. Excitement"? 

Jimmy Spencer, one of NASCAR's most colorful figures and co-host of 
Speed Channel's "NASCAR This Morning," is also an avid, expert gardener. 
Residing with his family in North Carolina, Spencer spends much of his down 
time cultivating the beautiful, woodland-style gardens on his 2 1/2-acre prop- 
erty. And when the long North Carolina growing season finally ends, Spencer 
turns his attention to preparing for spring- all winter long. 

"I'm thinking about and working on my garden all year 'round," Spencer 
says. "There are so many things you should do during the fall and winter to pre- 
pare for spring, so that when the time is right, you're ready to give your garden 
a good start." 

From necessary jobs like cleaning, sharpening and repairing gardening 
tools, to fun activities such as decorating flower pots, winter gardening prepa- 
rations are a great way to keep your hobby going and involve the whole family, 
Spencer says. Here are some ways Spencer keeps his gardening hobby going 
throughout the dormant seasons: 

Fall 

• Prune and cut back shrubs and bushes as soon as they become dormant. 

• Rake all the leaves from your lawn and garden. It's great exercise, leaves 
your lawn looking clean and attractive, and the leaves are good material for 
your mulch bin, Spencer says. ' 

• Remove from the ground any plants or bulbs that can't weather the winter 
outdoors. Also, remove, put in pots and bring indoors any plants you plan to 
relocate in the spring. Plants brought indoors can be left in your garage, if the 
temperature inside never drops below 50 degrees. Or, you can store plants in 
your basement, as long as they receive some sunlight. "They don't need a lot, 
but they do need some sun," Spencer says. "Come January, February, March, 
when the sun starts to shine a little more, you'll see the plants start to sprout 

1 again." 

• Mark all the plants in your garden before they go dormant, so you will 
know what they are come spring. 

• Aerate and reseed your lawn in September. 

Winter 

• Use your favorite indoor work area - your garage or basement - to clean, 
repair and refurbish all your garden tools. Sharpen shovels and hoes. Wash pots. 
Repair and repaint outdoor furniture and garden decorations. 




• Bring in and clean up bird houses and bird feed- 
ers. Clean bird houses by brushing off dirt and debris. 
Never wash them. Bird feeders can be washed in warm 
.water and mild soap. 

• Create a garden plan for next year. Make a sketch 
of your house and garden, noting where you have 
planted flowers, shrubs, etc. Update your plan with 
what you want to do come spring. This is a great way to 
involve the family, Spencer notes, by including your 
spouse and children in the planning process. 

• Research plants and landscaping plans. Use 
resources such as the Internet, libraries, local garden 
centers and even TV landscaping shows to further develop your planting plan 
for next spring. 

• Spend some time on creative projects, such as decorating pots, building 
new birdfeeders or houses, etc. This is another great way to get the kids involved 
by encouraging them to participate in the building process. 

• Prepare your soU mixture. "The biggest mistake you can make is to not 
prepare your soil properly," Spencer says. Purchase your manure, compost and 
topsoil in advance, mix and store in a cool, dry place. Spencer suggests that the 
plastic bags birdseed comes in make great containers for your pre-mixed soil, 

• Keep composting. Put all your vegetable waste and yard debris (but no 
animal fats or weeds) into your mulch pile. 

• Engage your children in a craft project for the garden. Decorate flower pots 
together. Build a birdhouse, bird feeder or trellis. The project will not only pro- 
duce an enhancement for your garden, but lasting memories as well. "My son 
built a bird house in third grade," Spencer says. "I still have it hanging in my gar- 
den, It's an average bird house, but it will always be special for my son and me." 

• Scout flea markets for bargains on flower pots, patio furniture, tools and 
ornaments. 

"Your touch is what makes your garden different," Spencer says. "Eveiything 
you do during the winter to prepare for the spring makes your garden that 
much more special for you and your family." — Courtesy of ARA Content 
Editor's Note: SPEED'S NASCAR This Morning is the pre-race show the fans 
depend on to set the tone for that day's race.

We are burned out. We have 3 kids (ages

After his work, we cart the kids to activities, eat 
harried dinner, help the kids with homework 
and then by die time we get the kids in bed we 
are so exhausted, we just fall into bed our- 
selves and are asleep before our heads hit the 
pillow. We don't do much going out without 
the kids. I want to but then I feel horribly guilty 
about wanting to be away from them. Do you 
have any suggestions for how we can get out of 
this pattern and get our relationship back. B.O.

It's great that you love your kids that much 
and that you are putting so much energy into " 
them, but as I have also recently discovered, 
you need some time away too, to rejuvenate 
yourself and to just be you. We also just 
allowed ourselves for the second time since we 
became parents three and a halfyears ago, to 
go out with friends, without the kids. Did I feel 
die same guilt you are talking about? Of course 
1 did. Did I force myself to go anyway? Without 
a doubt. As we were leaving my friend pointed 
out that tonight she wasn't 'mom/ Instead she 



was just herself. Nobody asking for anything. 
Nobody getting out of their seat. No repri- 
manding anyone. Just relaxing, talking and 
being with some oilier adults to have some 
fun. Here's die right way to think about it. If 
you feed your marital relationship by doing 
this regularly, your marriage will be happier 
and your kids will ultimately benefit from tiiat. 
When you are a twosome, before kids, it's 
easy to just pick up and go out. It's easy to just 
be passionate whenever you want to. It's easy 
to do whatever you want whenever you want. 
When baby gets added in, and you become a 
tiireesome, everything becomes for the baby. 
This is a natural diing and does not feel bad to 
most parents. Most people are thrilled to have 
that baby to dote on and dial's o.k. The rale 
you have in your relationship is now different. 
The problem most people have is that tiiey 
never switch back at all to the prior role of pay- 
ing attention to each oilier and their relation- 
ship. It's easy for each person to begin to feel 
neglected and upset. This can grow into some 
pretty bad feelings. 

Here are some things to do to put the 
romance back in and make your household a 
nicer place for you: 

1.) Go out on regular dates without the 
kids. Get die babysitter (one you mist obvious- 
ly) and go.
